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Target Area Evacuation 
Procedure Explained 


In a statement issued today, Civil 
Defence Director, Mrs. B, Johnson 
for the Town of Didsbury, discus- 
sod the four stages of procedure 
planning to ensure the survival of 
target area residents in the event 
of nuclear attack on this country. 

“In order to understand their 
role in the threat of war becomes 
apparent, citizens of target areas 
should be acquainted with the four 
basic phases of evacuation plan- 
ned for their gafety. 

Phase A:- There will probably 
bo enough warning of the possi- 
bility of attack to ensure that at 
least half of the population can be 
taken out of the city to commun- 
jijjes some distance away. These 
people should include children up 
to high school age, mothers with 
small children, expectant mothers, 
the aged and infirm, patients and 
staffs of hospitals and other in- 
stitutions, those who have key 
work to do and many others not 
essential to the needs of the city. 

Phase B:- The second step of 
the evacuation plan calls for a 
“planned withdrawl" of the entire 
population when an attack on this 
continent is certain. This is done 
by using every available means of 
transportation, 

This “evacuation” must be done 
according to a carefully worked 
out plan. The city must be divided 
into sectors and each sector given 
its own exit route. These routes 
must have no cross-traffic and no 
incoming traffic for q distance of 
25 miles or more. In this way 
most exits will have two or more 
trffic lanes all moving outward at 
about 25 miles per hour. The peo- 
ple are picked up at assembly 
points on roads leading to the exit 


routes, and all vehicles (including 
trains) are to be filled, 
Where practical, people should 


bring blankets, food a first-aid kit, 
flashlight and other essentials. 
Remaining behind will be a small 
group of police and Civil Defence 
workers who will protect the city 
aganist fires and looting. This rear 
guard will move out of the down- 
town area at the last possible min- 
ute and take shelter on the out-

Phase C:- This js the period af- 
ter a muclear attack when the Civil 
Defence aquthorities must instruct 
the public survival action. On 
hearing the Take Cover siren sig- 
nal everyone must go to and re- 
main in shelters or, if on an evac- 
uation route, keep going until di- 


rected to a refuge, The Civil De- 
fence authorities will give direct- 
ions by radio, through traffic con- 
tro] officers and Civil Defence war- 
dens, 

Phase D:- This is the period 
when hundreds of thousands of 


people will be scattered outside the 
city in small communities up to 
one hundred miles away. People 
may be separated form their fam- 
ilies and must be broucht together 
as s00n as possible They must be 
kept informed, provided with food, 
shelter and clothing and protected 
against “radioactive fallout”. 


Mrs. B. Johnson, Director in 
concluding her remarks stated that 
Civil Defence Day, Friday, Septem- 
ber 19th, is being held to acquaint 
the people of Canada with the 
facts necessary to help Canadians 
assess the dangers of and remedies 
for their country's survival.

(Following is a report from the 
| W.R.D.C, hail suppression unit that 
is situated on the butte just west 
| of town and covering an area of 
750,000 acres, which includes the 
M.D. of Kneehill, M.D. of Rocky 
View and the City of Calgary.): 

There has been no important 
shower activity in or near the hail 
suppression area during the past 
week, Ground generators were 
started on several days when it ap- 
peared that some cumulus clouds 
might develop, but when the clouds 
failed to materialize, the generators 
were turned off, 

The weather has been favoring 
the farmers as well, and some esti- 
mates have jt that more than 85°% 
of the crop in the area has been 
swathed, while better than 20% 
has been threshed 

The morning of September 8rd 
produced some scattered, light frost 
in the region, but in general the 
frost does not seem to have been 
too significant, with the damage 
being very spotty. 

Information has recently been 
received from an area west of Air- 
drie, which received some hail dam- 
age on July 3rd. The crop has 
come back yery well and has pro- 
duced some excellent yields, partic- 
ularly in the oats. This area is one 
of the four in the hail suppression 
project which have received some 
hail damage this season, The other 
three areas are: the Dalroy-Keoma 
region, the Sunnyslope area, and 
the area near and east of Three 
Hills. None of the damage, so far, 
has been extensive 

The hail suppression terminates 
at hoon on September 25th.

STONES IN GRAIN 
A SERIOUS 
DEGRADING FACTOR 


Modern methods of harvesting 
cereal crops have introduced prob- 
lens. One of the more important of 
these is the increased occurrence of 
stones and earth pellets in the 
threshed grain. The growing im- 
portance of this problem has been 
responsible for the establishment, by 
the Board of Grain Commissioners 
for Canada, of a new and stringent 
set of regulations governing admix- 
tures of stones rh earth pellets in 
Western grain which are not remov- 
able by ordinary cleaning methods. 

Low Tolerances. The tolerances 
of stones and earth pellets allowed 
in the different grades of wheat, 
oats, barley, rye and flax are now 
exceedingly low! In wheat, for ex- 
ample, No. 1 Northern must be free 
of stones. No, 2 Northern can only 
contain one stone per 500 grams 
(500 grams equals 1.1 pounds). No. 
1 Northern wheat that contains over 
one stone and not more than three 
stones per 500 grams is degraded to 
No. 3 Northern. All grades of wheat 
containing more than three stones 
per 500 grams are graded “rejected 
account of stones.” These tolerances 
are rigidly enforced by government 
grain inspectors 

Care in Harvesting Pays. The use 
of faulty swathing methods is the 
main cause of admixtures of stones 
and earth pellets in threshed grain. 
The best way to avoid this damage 
is to make sure that stones and 
earth do not get into the swath. 
Swaths that are laid down carefully, 
and well supported by the stubble, 
can be easily picked up by the com- 
bine. Make sure, however, that the 
pickup fingers of your combine are 
run at a speed that will prevent 
them from throwing stones and 
earth on top of the swath. Proper 
ree] adjustment is also important. 
Grade losses on account Spy 
and earth pellets are costly. For 
instance, if your barley is graded 
rejected on account of stones it may 
cost you anywhere from 10 cents to 
25 cents per bushel. A little extra 
eare in awaihlng and oombaning this 
year’s light grain crops will pa 
good dividends, ” vey

CHECKING THE 
SLOW DRIVER 

Traffic safety is a rea) problem. 
A week or 80 ago a driver was fin- 
ed in Edmonton for driving too 
slow on Highway 2, thus backing 
up traffic behind him in a dan- 
gerous manner In California they 
have a regulation which requires 
a driver to turn aside and permit 
other cars to pass when he sees 
a line of five cars oy more immed- 
iately behind him. 

We have plenty of regulations 
hare in Alberta but the problem is 
to get the drivers to heed them. 
For instance, we drove to Edmon- 
ton one morning this week and 
were riding along at 60 miles an 
hour, when all of a sudden a huge 
trailer truck turned out and passed 
us. The signs on the highway say 
that truck speeds should not be 
above 50 miles an hour, 

Also late Saturday night we were 
driving down from Edmonton when 
car after car sped past us, and we 


were up to the maximum = speed 
permitted by traffic regulations. 
The driver who simply can't 


stand to have another car in front 
of him is the greatest menace on 
the highway. How to convince 
him of his dangerous attitude is 
more than a police problem, it is 
a psychological problem. <A mere 
court conviction and small fine is 
not sufficient. Impounding the car 
more effective. 

Another angle that is getting a 
lot of attention these days is the 
driver with license suspension who 
ignores the edict of the court. The 
penalty here should be well in 
keeping with the contempt of court 
the offender is showing. One hes- 
itates to suggest a jail term. but the 
protection of the public safety real- 
ly demands it. 

More than half the fatal motor 
tragedies happens as the result of 
careless driving by offenders who 
have had five oy more convictions 
registered against them. Surely 
this in itself js evidence sufficient 
unto the cause thereof.

GRASSING ROADSIDES: We are 

anxious to seed down the newly 
completed roadsides, especially in 
places where the ditches have been 
backsloped. This can not always 
be done in ‘the same year that the 
road rebuilding job has been done. 
However, this year, we have had 
such favorable conditions that it 
may be possible to get through 
with the harvest and then have 
some time left over before freeze-up. 

It is up to you to work down 
these roadside ditches along your 
property and = prepare them for 
grassing. We will do the actual 
seeding of the grass by hand with 
cyclone grass seeders and then we 
will expect you to harrow” the 
ground again. 

We don't want to seed the grass 
until later, when we will be sure 
that the seed will not generate any 
more this fall.

For an effective combination use 
colors that harmonize together. 
Yellows, greens and orange are at- 
tractive together while a purplish 
red with bright red is not so pleas- 
ant. 

If leaves are used in a fruit or 
vegetable arrangement, the leaves 
should be dried or should be leaves 
that do not require to be put in 
water, To keep the principle of 
unity, flowers with vegetables or 
fruit should not be used together in 
the same arrangement. 

To create interest combine fruit 
and vegetables that are different 
in color, size and shape. 

A mound of crab apples in a low 
copper dish looks very cheerful and 
attractive, 

A low compact arrangement for 
a kitchen is one with squash, cu- 
cumbers and red tomatoes. This 
could be placed on a tamboo nat. 

Bright vegetables in a reed bas- 
ket appear appropriate and color- 
ful in a kitchen or dining area. 
Corn, white cauliflower, purple egg 
plant and red cabbage and green 
brocolli are an effective combin- 
ation.

District Agriculturist 
By HOWARD FULCHER 


Pigs fed well-balanced rations 
and provided sanitary quarters will 
prove profitable. Essentials in swine 
housing are dry pens, free from 
draughts. For farrowing and wean- 
ling pigs artificial heat will pay 
dividends. 

In summer months provide good 
rotating pastures for growing pigs 
and brood sows, alfalfa is consid- 
ered the best but grain crops may 
be used, Do not have wallows in 
pig runs, they are only a source 
of disease and parasites. 

In management first consider the 
brood sow, the gestation period is 
112-114 days, have qa farrowing pen 
ready. The feed should be sloppy 
and laxative, a few days before 
farrowing, bran can be substituted 
for some of the grain. Potassium 
fodine should be fed during the 
six weeks of pregnancy. 

Provide a creep for sucking pigs 
at four weeks of age, Feed a com- 
mercial pig starter or a mixture of 
ground hulled oats, tankage and 
feeding oil. Castration is best done 
at about five weeks of age and pigs 
weaned one or two weeks later. 

Feed mixture for weanling pigs 
should be about two parts ground 
| barley to one part ground oats sup- 
plemented to give a 16 per cent 
protein content, For growing pigs 
up to 150 pounds the proportion of 
barley can be increased and pro- 
tein level lowered to 12 per cent. 
When the hogs reach 150 pounds 
they may be fed all barley or barley 
and wheat chop with some protein, 


however, if the pigs are a little 
thick oats should be kept in the 
ration to secure top grades. During 
all the feeding periods mineral must 
be fed, that is, salt and ground 
limestone. This may be feed with | 
the feed or free choice. 


Fresh

“I believe in God.” 
believes in a being 
which nothing exists. That for 
him is ‘god’. Some believe in 
Nature, others in Law, Chance, 
Fate, the Unknown Essence, the 
All in All, the Cosmic Principle, 
Allah, the Architect of the Uni- 
verse, the Great Designer, etc. But 
none of these js the true God. 

The true God is the God of Holy 
Scripture. The Bible describes 
Him by saying: “God is a Spirit.” 
That means, God is a 
dowed with a mind and will but 
without a body. You can not draw 
or paint God. We sometimes sce 
Him pictured as an old man with 
a long-flowing beard, but that is 
merely one artist's conception. 

Therefore we must turn to Scrip- 
ture and read the many descriptive 
passages telling us about God. As 
we study these, we receive a clearer 
picture. These are ai few such 
passages: “From everlasting to ev- 
erlasting, Thou art, God." God is 
eternal, “I am the Lord, I change 
not." God is unchangeable. “I am 
the almighty God." God is all- 
powerful, “Lord, Thou knowest all 
things.” God js emniscent. “I, the 
Lord your God, am holy.” He is 
without sin. “He abideth faithful.” 
He keeps His promises. “The Lord 
is good to all." These passages de- 
scribe God, give us His characteris- 
tics, or attributes, 

There is only one true God, That 
is the Triune God: Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost. In this one divine es- 
sence there are three distinct, sep- 
arate persons. Each of these per- 
sons is not a third part of God, so 
that together the three make the 
complete God. Each is full God. 
Nor is each person a_e different 
phase or manifestation of God. 
Each is a Person, a distinct Person. 
There is no analogy of the Trinity 
anywhere in the realm of nature or 
reason, In faith we accept the 
Word: "Go ye therefore and teach 
all nations, baptizing them in the 
name of the Father and of the Son 
and of the Holy Ghost.”
